N otification o f H endrick». 
S a ra to g a (X. Y.), July 30tli.—Part oí the 
committee appointed by the recent Demo­ 
cratic National Convention for tlie purpose 
ot notifying tlie candidates of their nomi­ 
nations arrived here last night. Hendricks 
is lit the Grand I nion Ilotei. and theconi- 
mittec held a private consultation at 11:20 
to take action on tho matter. A commit­ 
tee, consisting of Vilas of Wisconsin. Wul- 
ler o! ( onnecticnt. Honker of Mississippi, 
and Stockton of New Jersey, was a j ’poii i ted 
to confer with Hendricks and ascertain 
which was tlie most feasible hour to make 
tin- formal notification. Tlie committee re­ 
turned and stated that Hendricks would be 
ready at 2o clock, and the ceremonies would 
take place ill the large parlor at that time. 
At 2:10, ttniid loud applause from the guests, 
the committee marched in and stood in a 
circle, and immediately after Mr. Hendricks 
followed and took position in the center. 
Upon his arrival, Chairman Vilas delivered 
a long and eloquent address, officially noti­ 
fying Governor Hendricks of liis nomina­ 
tion for the Vice-Presidency by the Na­ 
tional Democratic Convention, recounting 
the interesting circumstances of that nom­ 
ination. 
Colonel Vilas closed with the 
declaration that it was the especial desire 
of th<- Democracy to see Governor Hen­ 
dricks invested with this dignity because 
they knew that once he was given a title 
to it by the people and was wrongfully 
denied the possession. 
THE OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION— REPLY OF I1F.N- 
D RICKS. 
Mr. Buell, Secretary of the committee, 
then read the communication, which liad 
been prepared and personally signed by the 
committee. The document was a formal 
notification to Governor Hendricks that 
the National Democratic Convention had 
nominated him as a candidate for the office 
of Ykv-l’rcsident of the United States. 
Mr. Hendricks replied as follows : “ Mr. 
Chairman, and Gentlemen of the Com­ 
mittee—I cannot realize that a man should 
ever stand in the presence of a committee 
representing a more august body of men 
than that which you represent. In the 
language of another, the Convention was 
large in numbers, august in culture, and 
patriotic in sentiments, and may I add to 
that, that because of the power and the 
greatness and the virtues, and the party 
which it represented, was itself in every rt- 
spect ;i very groat Convention. [Applause.] 
The delegates came from all the States anil 
Territories, and, 1 believe, too, from the 
District of Columbia. [Applause.] They 
came clothed with authority to express 
judgments and opinions which are not 
settied by constitutional law ; for the pur­ 
pose of passing upon these questions, and 
selecting a ticket for tlie people. That 
t ’onvention assembled. They decided upon 
the principles they would adopt as a plat­ 
form. They selected the candidates that 
they would propose to the party for its 
support, and that Convention’s work was 
theirs. 
I have 
not 
reached 
the 
period 
when it is proper for me 
to consider the strength and force of the 
statements made in the platform. It is 
enough for me to know that it comes at 
your hands from that Convention, ad­ 
dressed to my patriotic devotion to the 
Democratic party. [Applause.] I appre­ 
ciate the honor that is done nte. 1 did not 
request it, but at the same time I accept 
the honor from you, and from the Conven­ 
tion. 1 feel that the duties and responsi­ 
bility of the office rest upon me also. 1 
know that sometimes it is understood that 
the particular office, that oí Vice-President, 
does not involve much responsibility, and 
asa general tiling that is so; but some­ 
times it comes to represent very great re­ 
sponsibilities, and it may he so in the near 
future. For at this time the Senate of the 
United States stands almost equally di­ 
vided between the great parties, which may 
so exactly differ that the Vice-Presi­ 
dent of the United States shall have to 
decide upon questions of interest to all by 
the exercise of the casting vote. [Applause.] 
The responsibility would then become very 
great. It would not then be the responsi­ 
bility of representing a State or a district. 
Ir would be the responsibility of represent­ 
ing the whole country, and the obligation 
would he to the judgment of the whole 
country; and that vote, when thus cast, 
would he in obedience to the just expecta­ 
tions and requirements of the people of the 
United States. It might be. gentlemen, 
that upon another occasion a great respon­ 
sibility would be attached to this office. It 
might occur that under circumstances of 
some difficulty—I don’t think it will beat 
tlie next election, but it may occur—the 
President of the Senate will have to take 
his part in the counting of the electoral 
vote; and allow me to say that that 
duty is not to he exercised by any 
set of men or party, hut in obedi­ 
ence to a higher authority. [Applause.] 
Gentlemen, you have referred to the fact 
that I am honored by this nomination in 
a very special degree. 
I accept the sug­ 
gestion that in this candidacy I will repre­ 
sent the right of the people to choose their 
own rulers—that right that is above all, 
that lies beneath a ll; for if the people are 
denied the right to choose their own officers 
according to their own judgment, what 
shall become of the rights of the people, 
and what shall become of free government? 
If the people select not their officers, how 
shall they control the laws, their adminis­ 
tration and their execution ? So in the 
suggestion that in tiiis candidacy I repre­ 
sent that right of the people, as you have 
suggested, a great honor has devolved upon 
ine by the confidence of the Convention 
at < "hieago. As soon as it may be conveni­ 
ent and possible to do so. I shall address 
you more formally in respect to the letter 
you have given me. I thank you, gentle­ 
r .a. 
At tlie close of Mr. Hendricks’ remarks 
hearty applause was given, and he was in­ 
troduced to each member of the committee, 
and a general handshaking followed; after 
which the people paid their respects to Mr. 
Hendricks, and then quietly dispersed. 
Pro,» C om m ents on th e N otification P ro ­ 
ceedings. 
New Y o rk , July 30th.—The comments 
of the Timen, ílrrahl, and other anti-Blainc 
papers on the proceedings at Albany yes­ 
terday are in curious contrast with the edi­ 
torials in the same papers four months ago 
on the Democratic party and its leader. 
The Herald says: “ There is a tone of 
Democratic simplicity and an air of digni­ 
fied sincerity in the formal proceedings of 
notification, and in tlie speeches, charac­ 
teristic of tlie men and the occasion, and 
more notable in comparison with the the­ 
atrical demonstrations at Augusta." 
The Times says: “ Cleveland’s speech is 
highly characteristic. 
It expresses Id- 
deep devotion to tlie interests of the people, 
which is the keynote of his official career. 
He has never recognized the claims of in­ 
dividuals, nor the advantages of party, as 
something distinct from thepublic interest.’' 
The Times is forced to declare, however, 
that Cleveland’s conceptions are so much 
higher and better than bis party, that in 
nominating him it ha- reached toward a 
more exalted standard than it has hereto­ 
fore maintained. 
The Tribune dismisses the proceedings in 
a dozen lines, and says there was the 
solemnity of a funeral about them. It 
recognizes, however, that the prominent 
point of Cleveland's speech was that lie was 
a Democrat through and through, and rep-’ 
resented Democratic principles only. When 
he finished, he remarked that what he said 
wastrite. We agree with him ; it was very 
trite.The Sun still sulks, and does not even 
refer to the proceedings editorially, hut un­ 
der the head of Hendricks exclaims: “All 
attack- made upon Hon. Thomas Andrews 
Hendricks by our Republican conteníjwr- 
aric-are vain. He has been a candidate 
for Vice-President before, and was trium ph­ 
antly elected, carrying New York and In­ 
diana. If he led the ticket, instead of 
figuring in the second place, there would 
be glory in the campaign.” 
The World, of course, is delighted, and 
says: “('leveland's speech is a platform in 
itself.’" 
The .Sfiii’, Kelly's organ, is silent oil the 
proceedings, but says of the Independent 
movement: “ It is far less impossible and 
far less extensive this year than the Repub­ 
lican revolt of 1S72. it is a movement 
conducted entirely by officers, with no 
privates.” 
T otal D epravity in T ennessee. 
C h a t t a n o o g a . July 30th. -A heinous 
crime is reported from the adjoining eonnty 
of Rhea, surpassing in atrocity any deed 
ever chronicled in this section. Mrs. Rob­ 
ert Buchanan aud her daughter Mary lived 


on a smalt farm seven miles east of Spring 
City. The woman is industrious, and the 
daughter, a beautiful girl of 17, was the 
most admired of any young woman in that 
locality, hut was guarded with jealous eyes 
by her mother, and no one was allowed to 
visit her. On Sunday seven'men living in 
the vicinity came to the house, and, forring 
an entrance, made insulting proposals. 
They were ordered from tlie premises, 
when they seized the mother and daughter, 
canyingthem into a forest, and. in turn, 
fiendishly assaulted them, detaining them 
the entire night. The women struggled 
hard, hut the brutes overpowered them. 
They were subsequently forced to the rivet 
and carried several miles in a boat, when 
the party divided, two taking tlie mother 
and five the daughter. The girl was kept 
under their control and forced to submit to 
their brutality for two days. Last night 
she managed to escape while the men were 
in a drunken stupor. The mother also 
succeeded in escaping and at once reported 
the terrible deed. A m an named Gilhurst 
was arrested to day, and confessed tho en­ 
tire deed, giving the fullest details, which 
are corroborated by the statements of the 
mother and daughter. Another of the 
villaius, Henry Thomas, is under arrest, 
and the country is being scoured for tlie 
remainder. A party is forming and the 
villains will all probably be hung when 
caught. 
N aturalized C hinam en D enounce B laine. 
New Y ork. July 30th.—A novel meeting 
was held last evening at 32 Pelt street, when 
the naturalized Chinamen of New York 
and vicinity met and organized themselves 
into a political association. There wt re 
present about fifty Chinamen, half a elozcn 
'American sight seers and two Malays. Ail 
parties were denounced, particularly the 
Republican, led by that arch politician 
Blaine, who engineered the shameful anti- 
Chinese hill through Congress. 
The principal speaker at the Chinese 
meeting said: " Wliy can’t wo make our 
mark in politics as w i ll as the other races ' 
Why can t we become substantial citizen­ 
like those from Kngland, Ireland, Ger­ 
many. and other Kiiropoun, Asiatic and 
even African couutrie-? We had our dip­ 
lomats. philosophers and -ages when those 
about us were half-naked savages. The 
Democrats are robbers and thieves, who 
will plunder and rob the United States 
Treasury. New York city i-a good exam­ 
ple of what they will do. As to the third 
and last party, the Groenbackors. Well, 
they are too young yet. Ben Butler will 
ride them to the devil." The Chinese 
Association will meet again in August. 
T he New flia irm u u o f tlie D em ocratic 
E xecutive C om m ittee. 
AVasiiington, July 30th.—Tlie selection . 
of Senator Gorman for Chairman of the 
Democratic Executive Committee makes 
him practically the head of the National 
Committee. Gorman has taken a very 
active part in preparing for tlie campaign, 
and bis suggestions and plans for conduct­ 
ing it, ever since the nomination of Cleve­ 
land, have favorably impressed leading 
Democrats with bis ability to manage the 
struggle. The Senator is also Chairman of 
the Congressional Committee, whose head­ 
quarters are here, so that he will be com­ 
pelled to divide his time between the 
Washington and New York headquarters. 
W ent V irginia K epubliean State C onven­ 
tion. 
P a rk e rsb u rg , July 30th.—The Republi­ 
can Convention here to-day was the largest 
and most enthusiastic ever assembled in 
the State. 
George F. Evans, of Martins- 
burg. was elected permanent Chairman. 
The following ticket was nom inated: 
Governor, Edwin Maxwell: Auditor, J. II. 
B urtt; Treasurer, Spencer W. Storm ; A t­ 
torney-General, John A. Hutchinson; Su­ 
perintendent of Schools, J. N. Kendall; 
Supreme Court (long term), W. H. II. 
Flick : Supreme Court (short term), James 
II. Brown; Electors at large, John Erew, of 
Wheeling, and John Cooper, of Hawk’s 
Nest. The State ticket is composed of Re­ 
publicans and Greenbackers in about equal 
proportion. 
T bc C uttle D issase in the W est. 
C hicago, July 30th.—No further develop­ 
ments regarding Texas fever. The dis­ 
eased cuttle have been slaughtered and con­ 
demned. There are no fresh arrivals, and 
those unaffected in the lot have been sold 
to local butchers, subject to a rigid inspec­ 
tion. No other cattle in the yards have 
been affected in the least. 
L in co ln (Neb.), July 30th.—The outbreak 
of the disease among cattle at Maxwell 
doe- not excite alarm. It is regarded as 
purely local, and due to bad water or too 
much crowding. The commission appoint­ 
ed by Governor Dows has not reported yet, 
but may be heard from to-day. 
Chicago, July 30th.—A dispatch just re­ 
ceived lroni the stock yards announces that 
nine carloads more of cattle affected with 
the Texas fever have arrived. They came 
over the Burlington railway from Kansas 
City, and belonged to the same parties who 
sent on the others. They were treated in 
the same way—those afflicted with the dis­ 
ease shot, and the others isolated. 
Shocking Explosion in C incinnati. 
C in cin n ati, July 30tli.—A terrible ex­ 
plosion occurred at the house of Henry 
Upineyer. at 21 Oregon street, this morning. 
A young son of Upineyer brought home an 
unexploded rocket that had fallen from the 
Highland House, where there had been an 
exhibition of fireworks last night. The 
lad tried to open it. but failing to do so, his 
mother seized a hatchet and dealt it a se­ 
vere blow. A terrific explosion followed. 
Mrs. Upmeyer was fatally injured; Ida 
Upineyer, aged 12, was fatally injured; 
Charles Upineyer, aged G, was severely 
hurt, and I’hilip Hill, aged 10, was slightly 
injured. The deadly missile was a six- 
pound rocket. The vicinity of tlie explo­ 
sion is fearfully wrecked. 
A ttem pted Suicide of a K entu ck y Con­ 
gressm an. 
AA'Asni’ oton. July 30th.—Congressman 
Culbertson, of Kentucky, who represents 
tlie Ashland district of tlmt State, at­ 
tempted suicide to-day at the National 
Hotel.

Three hundred fugitives have re­ 
turned home within the past two days. 
M a r s e ille s , July .'toth. — The sale of 
melons has been prohibited. The cholera 
is gaining in area what it lost in intensity. 
It has made ¡Is appearance in several vil­ 
lages previously exempt. Owing to the 
popular prejudice it is positively dangerous 
for doctors to walk alone in the suburbs at 
night. < Ine instance is rcjiortcd of a doctor 
who, while visiting a woman seized with 
cholera, was assaulted by her son, who 
drew a revolver and compelled him to 
leave the house. Several other doctors 
were also assaulted. 
K o m i:, July .‘kith.—At a fire at the hospi­ 
tal of San Giacomo, two unoccupied wards 
prepared for cholera patients were de­ 
stroyed. A case of cholera has occurred 
near Lucca. 
I’vtis, July 30th.—Record of cholera 
eases in the hospital at Toulon to-day: 
Admissions 7, discharged 11, deaths 4, 
under treatment 137. The visit of the dep­ 
utation of tlie Extreme Lett of the Cham­ 
ber of Deputies, excited but a languid in­ 
terest at Toulon. Two fatal cases of cholera 
are reported in the Department of Var. 
M a d r i d , July 30th.—One week’s quaran­ 
tine will be imposed against vessels arriv­ 
ing from New Foundland, in consequence, 
of the large trade between that country 
and France. 
P a r is , July 30tli — E v e n in g . -— Eight 
deaths front cholera have occurred at Mar­ 
seilles since noon. The outlook continues 
favorable. Fourteen cases were to-day ad­ 
mitted into Pharaoh’s Hospital in that 
city, and seven were discharged cured. 
Sixty remain in the hospital. 
A mild form of cholera has appeared in 
St. Petersburg and Charkoff, and other 
towns of Russia.

T he so-called anti-nionopoliste, and espe­ 
cially the San Francisco Chronicle, declared 
th at the railway corporations were not en­ 
titled to the equal protection of tho laws, 
and that the provisions of the fourteenth 
am endm ent above quoted could not be in ­ 
voked to protect these railw ay corporations 
against the im position of unequal burdens. 
T he Chronicle, with its anti-m onopoly fol­ 
lowing, sets up the doctrine of the unlim it­ 
ed power of the State over corporations, 
their franchise and property, sim ply be­ 
cause they were created by the State. The 
corporations, on the other hand, declared 
th at they were entitled to the equal protec­ 
tion of th e law, to equal rights before the 
la w ; to all the rights under the Govern­ 
m ent w hich m ight be claim ed by an indi­ 
vidual. The issue so joined reached the 
bar of the Circuit of the U nited Slates, 
Judge Field and Judge Sawyer presiding. 
The case was decided strictly in accordance 
w ith the declarations of the Republican 
platform , to w it: T hat the corporations 
shall have the 
protection of the laws 
equally w ith the people. 
To present more clearly the consensus 
between the expressions of the platform 
and the declarations of Judge Field, we 
quote the exact language of b o th : 
jrDUF. FIELD. 
W hatever acts m ay he 
im puted, justly or un ­ 
justly, to the corpora­ 
tions. they are entitled, 
when they inter the tri­ 
bunals of the nation, to 
hare (At same justice meted 
out to than which is meted 
out to the humblest citizen. 
There canuot be ono 
law for them and an­ 
other law 
for others. 
The States cannot inter­ 
fere w ith or impose uny 
burden upon t heir prop­ 
erty except as il can inter­ 
fere with and impose bur­ 
dens upon the property of 
individuals. 
T hat Judge Field's more graceful and 
elegant language was not adopted in fram ­ 
ing the Republican platform is attributa­ 
ble, no doubt, to the fact that the framers 
of that docum ent ware unfam iliar w ith the 
text of the decision. P>ut that there is any 
difference whatever between the declara­ 
tion of doctrine as set forth in the Republi­ 
can platform and the judicial pronuncia­ 
tion of Judge Field is sim ply ridiculous 
and absurd. For the prom ulgation of the 
decision quoted. Judge Field was made the 
victim of unstinted denunciation by the 
journals who, standing upon the platform 
in which llic sam e doctrines arc distinctly 
pronounced, declare the sentim ents to be 
strong, vigorous, unequivocal, unm istaka­ 
ble anti-m onopoly doctrine. 
If the Chroni­ 
cle did not recognize the doctrines which it 
has been so industriously denouncing when 
it saw the declaration of them in the plat­ 
form, it was exceedingly stupid; if it did 
see and understand the re-affirmation of 
the doctrines laid down bv the Circuit 
Court in the railroad tax cases, and sought 
to distort and misrepresent them , it was 
profoundly dishonest. B ut that its choice 
is between im becility and dishonesty will 
be clearly apparent to the meanest capacity.

Our evening contem porary say s; 
However much an odifor mav pose as a pat­ 
tern for all others ol hi* craft, behind him is his 
paper, which tells his fitness or unfitness for his 
post. The best journalists nre ant to bo those 
who dogmatize the least about their business, 
and who hear in miud the famous saying of 
Michaol Angelo's: " I criticise by creation, not 
by finding iault." 
Very true ; and no good journalist “ poses 
as a pattern." H e who does is an ass. We 
know of no journal in all the land that 
needs so much to study and act upon these 
truths as our contem porary. 
It is the very 
essence and incarnation of egotism and 
dogmatism. The everlasting “ I " bristles 
all over it. 
If it is to believed, it embodies 
all orginality and courage, all dignity and 
wisdom. 
But in truth it is sim ply a never 
ending fault-finder, w hile im agining itself 
to be a critic. 
For years it lias enjoyed the 
unenviable distinction of being best able 
of all newspapers to contort facts, m isrep­ 
resent opponents, and appropriate credit 
not its due. In most local debates few sug­ 
gestions have been adopted into success 
that our neighbor has not only sooner or 
later “ got into tho boat " and endeavored 
to “ paddle it," but has wound up by claim ­ 
ing th at it actually constructed the craft. 
In this respect its characteristic is a m atter 
of comm on notoriety. 
A general article 
upon sensational newspapers, and the ego­ 
tism noticeable in journalism , appears to 
have aroused our neighbor to w rath, and 
hence the editorial note from w hich we 
have quoted. 
It is another evidence of it 
insufferable self-conceit that it appropriates 
the m atter to itself and “ puts on the coat." 
11 has lately had a lively bout with the bus­ 
iness side o f this journal, in w hich it was 
convicted, beyond all question, of deceit 
and 
m isrepresentation 
am ounting 
to 
“ moral perjury," as it lias been styled. 
In the frenzy of the hour and the w hite 
heat of its rage, it retorted by a general as­ 
sault upon the course of this journal, in 
which it indulges in vituperation, under 
the m isapprehension that it is strength. 
Regarding its assault we have but this to 
say, th at it is in the usual vein of that 
shuffling journal, with which it is simply 
impossible to conduct a fair debato because 
of its persistent m isrepresentation of con- 
tcm porary expression and position.

AN I3IP0RTANT 
MEETING—SOME 
STARTLING STATEMENTS. 


The Need for Vigorous Action—Cess­ 
pools—D rainage—China Slough 
—Contemplated Action. 


Thky call th e D em ocratic ticket the kangaroo 
tick et—etrongeot on ite hind legs. 


At 8 o'clock last evening, in accordance w ith 
invitations sent out by the Citizens’ Association, 
a large num ber of citizens assem bled at Eldred 
H ail to discuss sanitary m easures. Among those 
present were m em bers o f the Board ofCity Trus­ 
tees, Board of H ealth. Citizens’ Association, 
Roard of Trade, Police Judge, county and city 
officials, m em bers 
o f th e press, and m any 
prom inent citizens. 
The m eeting was called to order by Sparrow 
Sm ith, President of th e Citizens' Association, 
w ho also presided. 
He said th e prevalence of 
cholera and yellow fever in various portions of 
the world, and the fear th at our fair city m ight 
be visited by one cr both of those fatal scourges, 
was an adm onition th a t precautions should be 
taken to prevent the sam e, and was a sufficient 
excuse for th e calling of the m eeting. 
He in ­ 
troduced 
DR. W. R. CLUNESS, 
President of the Board of H ealth, who read the 
following p a p e r: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen: The object of 
this m eeting, as stated, is the consideration of 
m eans for self-protection. 
It is a voluntary as­ 
sem blage of a few of our citizens for the purpose 
ot devising m eans for w arding off disease. 
The question naturally arises, w hat is there to 
guard against, and w hy? 
We all know that from the south we nre liable 
at any m om ent to have brought into our m idst a 
case of yellow lever, one of th e most fatal aud 
infectious diseases w hich is know n to us: and it 
is not doubted th at those conditions which favor 
its propagation exist in this city, as well as in 
several other populous centers of tho Sacra­ 
m ento valley. Already a ease has been reported 
from Tucson, A. T., and although every possible 
precaution is being taken to prevent the disease 
from spreading and entering our State, yet it is 
an established fact that the disease under con­ 
sideration m ay reach us even w ithout th e sup­ 
posed necessary accom panim ent o f an infected 
individual. The clothing, bedding, or other 
baggage of an individual or fam ily irom an in ­ 
fected region m ay carry the germ s of th e dis­ 
ease. and if opened out or exposed in au atm os­ 
phere favorable for th eir propagation, m ay be 
the m eans of startiug th e disease am ongst us. 
The m anifest duty, therefore, of our citizens is 
to m ake such preparation ns will afford the least 
possible opportunity for th e spreading of the 
disease should it reach us, and that it w ill do so 
ere long there is but little doubt, for it is now 
epidem ic in Sonora, Mexico. 
It is therefore 
knocking at our doors, w arning us o f the d a n ­ 
ger th a t threatens us. Let us be up and doing. 
Let the saddening im press of th e direful epi­ 
dem ic of 1878 in our sister cities of the East 
m ake m anifest to all of us the im portance of the 
situation. 
Although, in the opinion of the most com pe­ 
tent observers generally, it is not regarded 
strictly as a filth disease, yet all recognize the 
fact th a t it is far m ore likely lo becom e devel­ 
oped, and reap its richest harvest w here filthy 
or insanitary conditions exist. The history and 
spread o f th e disease in all countries in which it 
has ever taken root attest this fact. 
W hat has been said regardiug yellow fever 
applies w ith equal force to th a t other disease, 
cholera, w hich threatens ns trom th e East. 
Iu 
these days o f rapid transit and speedy in ter­ 
com m unication betw een the East and the West, 
no country' is safe from w hatever contagious or 
infectious disease m ay exist in cither. 
We are. therefore, iit im m inent danger from 
both of those referred to. and it becomes as to 
put our house in order and adopt such m eans 
for tlieir preveutiou aud restriction as experi­ 
ence and observation have taught jls to be the 
most efficient. T hat it is not necessary th at an 
infected individual should reach us to start this 
disease was well exem plified in the epidem ic of 
cholera w hich spread devastation throughout 
portions of our country in 1873. It w ill, per­ 
haps, be recollected that in that year three dis­ 
tinct outbreaks of cholera took place alm ost 
sim ultaneously in as m any different and widely 
separated sections o f th e United .States. 
Im m i­ 
grants from H olland, Sweden and Russia had 
continued to enjoy good health upon th eir 
voyage across the A tlantic, and until th eir per­ 
sonal effects w ere unpacked at Carthage, O., 
Crow River, Minn., und at Y ankton, D. T., re­ 
spectively. W ithin 36 hours, however, after 
th eir arrival at th eir destinations, th e places 
nam ed, the germ s o f the disease having been 
liberated by th e unpacking of tlieir personal 
effects, the tirst eases o f cholera were developed 
and a large num ber of people were literally 
sw ept from the face of the earth. W hile, there­ 
fore, it m ay be adm itted th a t no individual 
affected w ith cholera m ay be able to reach our 
A tlantic coast, m uch less our own State, there 
is, nevertheless, at all tim es during th e preva­ 
lence of this disease In Europe, great dangei of 
its im portation by m eans o f the personal effects, 
bedding, trunks und other luggage of tourists 
and im m igrants. 
How best to treat the diseases tinder consider­ 
ation', should they appear am ongst us, does uot 
concern us at present, nor is it o f especial im ­ 
portance to us to advocate th e adoption ot spe­ 
cial m eans for th eir prevention from entering 
into our State, for these duties are being a t­ 
tended to by onr G eneral Governm ent, am i by 
those living nearest to th eir probable port of 
entry, to the ex ten t ol th eir ability. 
But how- 
best to m itigate tlieir ravages, prevent th eir 
spread and render them as benign as possible, 
should they visit us, are questions w hich do 
concern us to-night. The tim e has come when 
the people should be inform ed of the dangers 
w hich threaten them , and o f the sanitary 
m eans w hich should be adopted by them for 
tlieir protection. T here was one word used by 
our daily papers recently w hich em braces ail 
th at is required, and w hich, if rigidly enforced, 
will accom pli h the purpose, viz: cleanliness. 
T he adoption of proper mean* for the enforce­ 
m ent o f cleanliness is your duty to-night. 
Liv­ 
ing as we are upon a fiat surface, in u m alaria) 
region and in a hot clim ate, there m ust of neces­ 
sity exist iu our com m unity m any of those con­ 
ditions w hich invite the diseases referred to, 
and tend to render ihcm m alignant should they 
appear. The Board ol H ealth, through it.s effi­ 
cient 
officer, Mr. Ferrall, has 
te e n 
doing 
all in it* power, hut it cannot do a tithe 
of 
th a t 
w hich 
Is 
absolutely 
necessary 
to be done. 
I do not desire to tie regarded as an 
alarm ist, for I am fully conscious of the evil 
effects and influences of fear upon people du r­ 
ing the prevalence of an epidem ic, but I do de­ 
sire that our people be advised of tlie dangers 
w hich threaten them , th at they m ay be pre­ 
pared. To be forearm ed is to he forewarned: 
in tim e of peace prepare for war, arc axiom s 
that apply w ith m uch force to us at present. 
Let w arning tie taken form the direful fate which 
befell poor M emphis a few years ago. A few 
thousand dollars expended now will save us 
m any hundreds of thousand*, together w ith 
that w hich is of incalculably m ore value, m any 
hum an lives, iu the near future. 
T hat grand 
exponent and guide of public opinion, the press, 
is w ith us. and ha* becudoing good work in en­ 
deavoring to arouse the public m ind to the 
necessity of im m ediate and radical reform in 
sanitary measure*. The public, I am sure, are 
ready to take action, but they m ust have a 
leader, and it is your duty to furnish one. 
But let me be practical and say w hat, in my 
opinion, is necessary to lie done: others are 
w aiting to have th eir say in the m atter : 
Kir*'. - l et our sewage be pum ped iuto the-Sac­ 
ram ento river a* soon as practicable, and let the 
pestilence-breeding ditch, w hich now carries 
it slowly aw ay, he blotted out o f existence. 
Second—Let our City fa th e rs purchase at once 
a sufficient num ber of odorless excavators w ith 
w hich to rem ove the contents of each und every 
cesspool, privy and o th er filth-containing re­ 
ceptacle w ithin th e city limit* in the shortest 
iiossible time. 
Not one should be passed by. 
Im m ediately 
after being em ptied the sides 
and surface* 
o f 
euch 
and 
every 
such 
filth receptacle should be well washed with 
a solution of sulphate of iron (copperas), using 
about six pounds lo the gallon ol water. 
An 
ounceof com m ercial sulphuric acid added to 
each bucketful of this solution w ill m aterially 
assist in destroying the germ s, especially those 
of cholera. 
All low, dum p places should he 
filled with earth o rsatid. or w here this is im- 
peacticable a liberal supply of th e disinfectant 
referred to should l>e system atically strew n over 
the surface at stated Intervals. ’ All sewers, 
h o u sed ruins and cellars should lie treated iu 
th e sam e m anner. All stable.-, bam s, alleys and 
streets should In* thoroughly cleansed and kept 
as dry as possible. 
T hird—One or m ore thoroughly com petent 
plum bers should be appointed, whose duly it 
shall he to m ake personal inspection of each 
and even- piece o f plum bing w ithin the city 
limit*, with full power to enforce the correction 
of all defects, or. if need be. the rom plete re­ 
construction of the whole system in any house 
or premises. This is regarded a* being of tho 
utm ost Im portance, for it is a fuel that there are 
m any houses in th is city, as well as elsew here, 
in w hich it were fur belter th a t no plum bing 
w hatever existed. 
I n fa c t.it would seem as if 
in m any instances the plum bing was constructed 
for the special purpose of conveying foul ga«-s 
and the products of ■decomposition generally 
into the bed-rooms and living apartm ents of the 
dwellings. 
Ix-t such an officer be appoiuted, 
and 
the report w ill 
m ore 
th an 
astonish 
ail of you. 
An incom petent person for this po­ 
sition will be worse th an useless in giving fan­ 
cied security w here none exists. 
The work 
must be done system atically and thoroughly. 
Many other suggestions m ight tur offered, but 
regarding these as being the most im portant, 
the key to th e whole situation, they were offered 
for your consideration. 
Gne thing is certain, 
th at epidem ics of cholera and yellow fever can 
bo controlled by vigorous hyqimie measures, aud 
th at the true rem edy fer both is preventive medi­ 
cine. [Applause.] 
WALTF.K B. FKRJULL, HEALTH OFF1CKR. 
Addressed th e m eeting, relating the trials and 
tribulation* of the H ealth Officer, lie recounted 
the work he had accom plished during the tim e 
lie had been in office. 
He said he had been 
ably assisted by th e pres*, the Board of Trus­ 
tees and the Board o f H ealth. 
He said he 
wished to have th e citizen* generally clean up 
th eir own premises. He com plained that agents 
would not clean up tenanted property. In m any 
eases the agents would m ake th e necessary re­ 
pairs and cleanse closet* and cesspools, pro­ 
vided the ow ners would sanction it. 
A. C. SWEKTSRK. 
On behalf of the real estate agents of the city, 
«aid he t o positive th at the agents were with 
the people in tht* m atter. The agents in some 
eases had charge of rentals only, the repairs b e­ 
ing m ade by the owners. In those ea*e* the 
agent is powerless to act in the m atter. The 
Health officer in such instances should serve 
tho process on the owners. 
I- C. CHANDLER, 
Another agent, being called upon, told w hat he 
¡ knew of the relations of ow ner and agent, and 
1 of the responsibllttii'sof th e latter. He had been 
eonvieted a few tim es for being the agent of foul 
prem ises, and he professed to know alt his 
rights, as he had paid for his knowledge in th e 
Courts. 
He believed in cleanlines* and the beet 
of sanitary regulations. 
He was opposed to 
tho use ol odorous or " odoriferous” excavators. 
They were too expensive, and poor people could 
not afford to use them . 
He Instanced tw o com- 
i pools of the sam e s ire ; one w m cleaned out by 


tho excavator at a cost o f 8108, th e other by 
hand labor at an expense of only 825. 
Dr. Cluness—How long, Mr. C handler, since 
that cesspool had been cleaned out? 
PACIFIC SLOPE 


Mr. C handler—Some ten or eleven years. 
Dr. Cluness—T hen it cost, on au average, but 
$10 a year. 
My theory is to have th e city p u r­ 
chase the excavators, and th e city pay for the 
labor, and for th a t purpose a special tax be 
levied. | Applause. | 
WILLIAM M. LYON 
Thought th a t th e solid m atter of cesspools 
m ight just as w ell be allow ed to go iuto the 
sew er as the overflew. 
He th en described the 
system of sewerage in the tow n of Pullm an. 
He 
said it w as au expensive system , but a good one. 
He thought the city would have to adopt a sys­ 
tem som ew hat like that, or else pum p th e sew­ 
age in th e river. The latter, he thought, w as 
the best and m ost feasible piau. The farm ers 
along the river below the city do not use river 
w ater for dom estic purposes. 
He said there was 
no chance for drainage by the canal, as it is 
filled up entirely at the low er end. 
H. 3. Beals said som ething should be done 
w ith the canal below the city. It w as full of a 
rotten m ass of m atter, th a t was loud sm elling 
and disease breeding. He w as in favor of 
pum ping th e sewage Into th e river. 
N. N. Denton w as in favor of the latter prop­ 
osition. 
Thom as Scott, practical plum ber, said he was 
in favor of abolishing all cesspools on th e high 
grade, aud connecting th e pipes directly w ith 
the sewers. He w as also in lavor of pum ping 
into the river. 
Robert A. Rose, a practical w ell borer, said 
that in boring wells in the city very frequently 
at ooints distant from cesspools and filth pits 
at depths as great as tw enty feet the cesspool 
and privy odors cam e strongly from the soil. 
He knew as a practical w orker th a t these tilth 
receptacles saturated the soil of the city gen­ 
erally, hence he feared a m ere clean ln g 'o f the 
cesspools inadequate. 
He called attention to 
the fact th at the officer of th e G overnm ent boat 
Seizer desired to describe a p lan ot m achinen 
th at he would construct a t Ins ow n expense for 
dredging sand from the river aud depositing it 
in China Slough. 
L. A. Upson m oved that the entire suggestions 
m ade by Dr. Cluness be indorsed as the sense of 
the m eeting, and that a com m ittee of five be ap­ 
pointed to present the sam e to the Board of 
Trustees. Seconded by F rank Miller. 
. 
IIR. LAINE 
1m s culled for and gave his views. He said that 
savages throughout th e w orld erected th eir 
hom es on elevated ground, and distant from 
stagnant or standing w ater. 
Civilized m an, 
however, for com m ercial purposes, located on 
the river banks, in deltas and other low places 
w here sewage w as only gained by artificial and 
expensive

He tlieu pictured w hat ¡sacram ento w ould be it 
cholera should break out in Chinatow n, and 
bore down heavily on the city authorities for 
not Im proving th e sanitary condition of the 
Chinese quar.cr. Once fill C hina slough anil 
clean up those quarters, and thcu yon can w ith 
some reasonable propriety call upon citizens 
throughout th e city to clean up th eir little 
C 
remises. [Applause.] He said be was credita- 
ly inform ed th a t pum ps could be put in the 
river th a t would till the slough for from three to 
nine cents per yard. 
He said th e railroad com ­ 
pany was interested as m uch in this m atter, if 
not more, th au anyone else. If the cholera or 
yellow fever should break out in th ise ity .n o 
person would travel on th eir ears through 
¡sacramento, and they would be com pelled to 
pass around th e city] via the north levee and 
Brighton. 
“ A. J. G ardiner w as called upon tor his views, 
anil, in response reud a com m unication w hich 
he h ad prepared for this paper, and w hich ap­ 
pears in another colum n of this issue. 
He 
m aintained th a t th e filling in of the alley be­ 
tween H and I streets, from Second to S ixth, a _ 
very sm all jiortion o f C hina slough, by team s, as ‘ 
proposed by th e Trustees, would cost one-third 
as m uch as the iilliug of the entire slough by his 
process. 
STRF.ET COMMISSIONF.R NIELSEN 
Said th e Trustees h ad procured th e consent of 
a m ajority of the property holders bordering on 
tiie alley betw een II and I and Second und Sixth 
streets, and had ordered the sam e filled. [Ap­ 
plause.) He was of the opinion th a t the slough 
could be tilled up in one w inter by running a 
flume from the Tw elfth street bridge to the 
slough and lettin g the A m erican river do its 
work. 
I>r. Laine claim ed th at th e Trustees were not 
doing right iu not filling up th e slough entirely 
aud im m ediately. 
F. It. I)ray said th e city h ad not the mean* at 
th eir eom iiiand to do th e w ork proposed by 
some. The Trustees were figuring on doing the 
best they eouid w ith the money in sig h t. 
Why 
such a cry about China slough at th is tim e, 
w hen we have lived w ith it under our nose for 
the [last th irty years. C hina slough is private 
property. 
Il was said for a long tim e th a t there 
was a living spring in th e m iddle o f the lake 
that furnished sufficient w ater to keep the entire 
body fresh. I.et us -ee if we cannot <lo som e­ 
thing w ith w hat we have. 
More sewers are 
needed, especially in the eastern portion of the 
city. 
Let us be practicable and not propose 
more th an we can do. 
The m otion of Mr. Upson w as then put and 
unanim ously adopted. 
JUDGE HENRY 
Being called for. said he thought the stench of 
c h in a slough cam e from the Chinese quarters. 
He reviewed the C handler cases, aud gave his 
reasons for deciding the case against the agents, 
w hich was received w ith applause. 
He paid a 
high tribute to th e Board of H ealth an i the 
H ealth Officer. 
H e hoped th a t public opinion 
w ould sustain them in th eir action. He hoped 
public opinion w ould cry out against the filthy 
pools o f C hinatow n, until th e y .'th e agents or 
the ow ners of the property, be com pelled by the 
strong arm o f the law to cleanse th eir prem ises, 
and no longer m enace the health of our people. 
[A pplause.) He then rend the city ordinances 
relative to the pow ers aud duties of the Health 
Officer. 
Ho also read the ordinance relative to 
th e m aintenance of slaughter-houses w ithin 
the city lim its. 
Frank M iller m oved that the enttre m eeting 
pledge them selves to the support of the Health 
( ifficer and Board of H ealth. Carried. 
The C hair appoiuted in com pliance w ith Mr. 
Upson’s resolution the follow ing com m ittee : 
Messrs. Dr. IV. 
R. Cluness, Joseph Steffens, 
Frank Miller. F. I!. Dray and Jam es McGuire. 
JUDGE W. H. BEATTY 
Said he w as glad to sec so m any people present 
who m anifested a desire to grapple w ith this 
all-im portant m atter. As a general thing Sac­ 
ram ento acted supinely on m atters w here public 
interests aud the public health were at stake. 
W hat is necessary' at this tim e is agitation. 
These sanitary m easures will not adm it of de­ 
lay. and m ust lie taken up at once and handled 
without gloves. He moved th at w hen the m eet­ 
ing adjourned th a t they do so until Saturday 
evening, and th a t t lu com m ittee of five be re­ 
quested to be rcaily to report at th a t tim e. The 
m otion w as seconded anil unanim ously adopted. 
A. 8. H opkins gave his views on C hina slough 
aud the disposition of sewage, w hich was that 
the form er he filled up and the latter pum ped 
into th e river. 
Dr. Brtine, a m em ber of the Board ol' H ealth, 
said he was of the opinion th a t China slough 
w as becom ing m ore anil m ore obnoxious and 
m enacing to the general health of the city each 
year. 
He said th e system of cesspools through­ 
out th e city was radically w rong and would 
have to be corrected ere long. They caused the 
soil to become full of poisonous m atter, w hich 
found its wuy through the earth to the slough 
am i the w aters o f the iatter by th at m eans be­ 
cam e poisoned. 
He did not believe in filling in 
a part of th e slough. It would, in a hygienic 
sense, accom plish no good, possibly harm . 
Fill 
it all or nothing. 
[Applause.] 
F. K. Dray again referred to the unsavory con­ 
dition of the Chinese quarter, declaring th a t the 
nuisance should be abated cveu if it took tire to 
d o it. [Im m ense applause.] 
At 10:20 r. M. th e m eeting adjourned until Sat­ 
urday evening. The place of m eeting w ill be 
announced by th e com m ittee. 


T h r e a ts an d L ib e l.—Samuel Baekman. 
of W inters, lias been arrested for threats 
against the life of b r. J. G. Gregory, of that 
town, unit he was held to answ er in $500 
bonds, in default of which he was lodged 
in the county jail at W oodland last Tues­ 
day. 
A charge of libel has also been pre­ 
ferred against him . The Mail says that 
some six or seven years ago an adopted 
daughter of Baekm an was taken from his 
charge, for som e reason, by the Odd Fellows 
of W inters, and transferred into the keep­ 
ing of Dr. Gregory. After a tim e Baekman 
became seized with the idea th at the girl 
had been induced to abandon her adopted 
home by im proper irdluence, and set to 
work to regain possession of her. 
The 
m ethod adopted to secure that end was the 
publication of circulars charging Gregory 
and others w hom he im agined were allied 
against him with innum erable disgraceful 
acts, aud at the same tim e the entire Odd 
Fellow fraternity came in for its full share 
of vituperative abuse. 
These damaging 
circulars were circulated in Oregon, W ash­ 
ington Territory and other places, and were, 
redistributed at different times. 
Tlieir 
clmracter was of the most virulent nature, 
charging different parties of W inters with 
abduction, seduction and other disgraceful 
crimes, and also including the names of 
respectable ladies of that town as being 
crim inally related to these gentlemen. 
Of 
late, the charge against him alleges, Hack­ 
man has been m aking threats against the 
life of IJr. Gregory, and for this he was 
placed under arrest. 
The charge of libel 
against Baekm an embraces the circulating 
of slanderous circulars relative to Gregory 
and others. 
The feeling in W inters against 
Backtnan seems to be quite general, inas­ 
much as no weight has ever been attached 
to the charges set forth in the circulars, 
where the interested parties were known.

soned under shelter is valuable wood. The 
effect of coal tar is better than housing and 
m any coats of o il; it excludes air and wa­ 
ter, and the wood becomes like iron. 
Its 
rem arkable preservative properties and its 
extrem e cheapness are in its favor. One 
barrel, costing two or three dollars, will 
coat the post* for more than one m ile of 
fence, or would rover nearly all the out­ 
buildings on a comm on farm. 


An em inent Greek scholar defines eourt- 
ship as “ a period of ecstatic w orship," and 
the afterglow “ evangelical toleration."

THE cm TRUSTEES. 
Portion of China Slough to bo Filled—In­ 
teresting Facts About Sewage. 
The City Trustees met at 10 a. u. yester­ 
day. to transact certain special business. 
The Soliciting Committee from the Nar 
tive Sons appeared and pressed their claim 
for a donation from the city for the pur­ 
pose of assisting in defraying the expenses 
of the Admission Day celebration, which 
takes place on the 9th of September. Trus 
tee Gutenberger said he had thoroughly 
considered the matter in all its bearings. 
While it was true that the city funds were 
not large, vet he regarded money spent in 
this manner to be a good investment. He 
moved that the city donate $1,000. Trus 
tee Nielsen said he had about made up his 
mind to propose $500, but as the money 
would redound to the interest of the city 
taxpayers, and cause thousands to visit Sac­ 
ramento at that time who would not other­ 
wise do so, he would second the motion. 
It was adopted unanimously. 
A communication was received from L. 
I*. Martin, Secretary of the Citizens’ Com­ 
mittee, asking that the Board of Trastees 
meet at Eldred Hall in the evening, for the 
purpose of discussing sanitary measures 
with the Board of Trade and others inter­ 
ested. The invitation was accepted and 
ordered placed on file. 
The following resolution, which, by the 
wav, is the first step toward the filling of 
China slough, was read and adopted : 
Resolved, That It is the intention of the Board 
of Trustees to have the alley between it and I 
streets, from Second to Sixth streets, graded to 
the official grade. Resolved further, that the 
exterior boundaries of tho district of land af­ 
fected thereby are hereby declared to be. the 
south line of II street, extended on the north, 
the north side of I street on the south, the east 
line of Second street on the west, and the west 
line of Sixth street ou the east. 
It was also ordered that the following be 
established as the official grade of the 
alley between H and I, from Second to 
Sixth streets, at the points named : East 
side of Second street, 29 feet; 100 feet east 
of east line of Second street, 24.5 ;~centcr 
of Third street, 22.5; center of Fourth 
street, 22.5; center of Fifth street, 22.5; cen­ 
ter of railroad, to track to I street, 29; cen­ 
ter of Sixth street. 29 feet. 
The City Engineer filed a lengthy com­ 
munication in reference to sewage. He 
said several new sewers will have to he con­ 
structed in the near future, in the alley be­ 
tween J and K streets, from Third to 
Fourth, and I and J streets, from Fifth to 
Eighth, in the laying of which what is 
known as vitrified stone pipe will be used. 
In the alleys mentioned the grades are 
high, and plenty of fall is obtained. They 
will he put down on such a grade that they 
can be easily flushed. At the head of each 
sewer will be placed a flush tank, of 250 
gallons capacity, which will be regulated so 
as to tie filled once in 24 hours by a small 
constantly running stream from the water 
works. The tank will be so constructed 
that it will automatically empty itself into 
the sewer as soon as the water reaches a 
certain height. The water, going into the 
sewer with a rush, will thoroughly cleanse 
it. The engineer claims that those sewers 
will contain no gas, except that which 
escapes from older and larger ones, and 
good plumbing and ventilation will in a 
great measure prevent that. He claims 
also that along the line of the proposed new 
sewers, cesspools and closets can be dis­ 
pensed with, if proper regulations are 
made and enforced. He says this proposi­ 
tion is made possible by the pumping now 
in operation, which creates a more rapid 
flow. I f this plan works, and he has not 
the slightest doubt of its practicability, the 
system can be adopted on all the high 
grades of the city, and thus the use of 
hundreds of cesspools and closets, now 
offensive and unhealthy, can he dispensed 
with. The area that could he so arranged, 
is hounded by Front and Eleventh, 1 and 
L streets. He is of the opinion that the 
work could be accomplished between now 
and June next. For the lower portion of 
the city, he recommends the adoption of 
the Shone pneumatic system. An ejector 
for experiment, he said," would cost about

A Speedy Method Proposed, w ith K*ti­ 
ma ted Cost, Etc. 
A. J. Gardiner, a practical mechanic of 
this city, who has assisted in constructing 
works such as described below, and has 
witnessed the operation of the machinery 
referred to, and has seen the results 
achieved in both England and Scotland, 
writes as follows to the Recobd-U nion: 
Permit me to suggest through your 
columns a few facts relative to the proposed 
methods of filling-in China slough. The 
system heretofore adopted for that purpose, 
that of hauling dirt by means of teams, is 
the most expensive, as perhaps a compari­ 
son of the following figures will show. 
The idea of dividing it into two parts, bv 
filling-in the alley running north and south 
from Third to Sixth streets between H and 
I, might prove a temporary remedy as a 
sanitary measure, while a fatal epidemic 
threatens our existence; but the evil would 
still exist, if in a less hideous form. 
The scheme of running a Hume from the 
American river and drifting the slickens 
into it. by the aid of a wing-dam, might 
prove a success if the fall is great enough 
to carry the sand in sufficient quantities. 
Yet it would eertatnly take several “ w et" 
seasons to achieve any appreciable advan­ 
tage, and the cost would be simply enor­ 
mous. If it were possible to induce the 
several property owners to pool their issues 
in this case, what is now the most serious 
impediment to the good health, progress 
and prosperity of Sacramento might, bv a 
little management, prove an inestimable 
blessing to all concerned. The area of tho 
contaminating pool is about four and 
three-iiuarters blocks of land submerged. 
The locality of the difficulty, and its close 
proximity to a river which affords an inex­ 
haustible supply of sand, naturally suggests 
to those who have had the opportunity of 
seeing the successful operation of the 
methods adopted by other corporations in 
similar cases the propriety of following 
their example, and dredging the river bot­ 
tom, say at a point above the Pioneer Mills, 
and drifting the material so lifted through 
egg-shaped tlumes, raised to a sufficient 
elevation at the starting point to insure a 
continuous flow of the debris emptied into 
it to the place of deposit. To show the 
feasibility of this plan I will present one of 
the many official reports for your perusal, 
in a somewhat abbreviated form. 
Mr. Deas, of tho Board of Trustees of the 
city of Glascow, Scotland, reports for the 
year ending June 30, 1871, that dredger 
No. 8, working 2.419$ engine hours, lifted 
430,240 cubic yards of sand, silt and gravel, 
at the rate of 177.80 yards per hour, at a 
cost of 5 l-lo cents per cubic yard, which 
was afterward conveyed in barges a distance 
of twenty-seven nnles and dumped at a 
cost of 11 cents per yard. The working 
cist of the dredger for the season, includ­ 
ing hire, repairs, wages of employes, coal 
and stores, amounted to $22,587 67. Of the 
four and three-quarters blocks in China 
slough, the water on one, or perhaps more, 
is hut lour feet deep, yet the whole area 
may average twenty feet in depth below 
the level of the basements in other parts 
of the city. 
Thus, four and three-quarters blocks, 
.320 feet wide and 20 feet deep, equal 
382,815 cubic yards; and four and one- 
quarter blocks of street, north and south, 
420 feet, 80 by 20, equal 105,777 cubic yards; 
and three and one-half blocks, east and 
west, 400 feet, 80 by 20, equal 82,963 cubic 
yards—total, 571,555 cubic yards—which, if 
dredged and thrown into the flume at 5 
cents per cubic yard, would cost $28.577 75, 
whereas if it were hauled by teams it 
would cost about 381 cents per cubic yard, 
allowing $5 for team per day, including 
loading and emptying one load of one 
cubic yard thirteen times a day. Without 
entering into the minntia of the case 1 will 
simply leave the figures to speak for them­ 
selves : Total cost of hauling with teams, 
$220,048 07; cost of dredging, $28,577 75; 
flume 1,IKK) feet long $5,000. Cost of dredging 
571,555 cubic yards, at 5 cents' tier yard, 
$28,577 75, plus one-third to replace water 
taken up in transmission, $42,105. 
You will observe I have not estimated 
the cost of water used for flushing, as 1 
consider the city would willingly furnish 
that free of charge.

The attention of voters is called to the im­

R egistration and N aturalization. 
No man will be allowed to vote at the election 
this Fall, unless he has received his naturaliza­ 
tion papera at least NINETY DAYS prior to the 
day of election. The latest date, therefore, in 
which naturalization papera can be taken out, 
to entitle the holder to vote, is AUGUST 5, I'M. 
Republicans throughout the county should give 
this immediate and constant attention, that 
there may be no votes lost. 
Section 1 of Article II. of the State Constitu­ 
tion, says: "Every native male citizen of the 
United States; every male person who shall have 
acquired the rights of citizenship under or by 
virtue of the treaty of Qucretaro, and every 
male naturalized c itizen thereof, whoshall have 
become such ninety days prior to any election, 
of the age of twenty-one years, and shall have 
been a resident of the State one year next pre­ 
ceding the election, and of the county in which 
he claims his vote ninety days, and in the elec­ 
tion precinct thirty days, shall lie entitled to 
vote at all elections which are now or may here­ 
after be authorized by law.” 
The Republican County Committee have es­ 
tablished Headquarters at the office of llart & 
White, Attorneys-at-law, upstairs in the Sutter 
Building, at the southwest corner of Fifth and 
J streets, Sacramento, aud have appointed Lin­ 
coln White to furnish nil necessary information 
to persons who desire to vote the Republican 
ticket relative to naturalization, transfer of 
registration from other counties, and registra­ 
tion. 
The Headquarters will be open from 9 t. >t. to 
5 P. M., and from 7 to 9 r. w. each week day; and 
from 1 to S r. it. ou Sundays for that purpose. 
No person will be allowed to vote whose name 
is not upon the Great Register of the county 
THIRTY or more- days prior to the day of elec­ 
tion. 1‘ersons removing from other counties 
Into this can procure transfers, and should do 
so without delay, as the time is short.

the Australian federation will soon become 
an active question of British politics. 
In 
London a meeting to consider the question 
in the interest of federation, was held yes- 
terdav, and it proved a meeting of much 
importance. Forster. Lord Rosebury, W. 
II Smith and various others, including 
members of Parliament, made speeches 
looking (o an imperial parliament for the 
colonic* in the near future. A resolution 
was passed declaring that federation was 
indispensable to prevent disintegration and 
to secure unity of the empire in menace of 
an Australian revolt. The New Guinea 
question wus the real cause that produced 
the meeting, and will doubtless serve to 
keep the attention of government fixed on 
this question. Rosebury took a leading 
part in the meeting, and lite fact that he 
lias so often played the part 1 if a forerunner 
to Gladstone, leads t<i the supposition that 
this meeting foreshadows a new feature of 
the Liberal policy.
